modern genetics has been attacked 
Jay Lush, Iowa State College.

Differences herd environ- 
ment affect all indexes and index will 
give infallible results. recommends 
the equal parent index soundest 
principle, simple enough for field use, 
freest from systematic error and having 
range not very different from that the 
actual record the cows.—Jour.

Normal growth dairy cattle was 
Hansen. The male calves the 
breeds studied weighed more birth 
than the female calves. The average 
birth weights female calves were for 
Holsteins eighty-nine pounds, Guernseys 
sixty-five, Ayrshires sixty-three and Jer- 
seys fifty pounds, and for males ninety- 
nine, sixty-nine, seventy-one and fifty- 
four pounds. The coefficients varia- 
tion live weight among individuals 
ranged from fifteen calves 
less than ten per cent two year olds. 
The time first freshening marked the 
greatest change the rate growth 
live weight. The animals the differ- 
ent breeds approached mature size 
about the same relative rate. Mature 
growth values were approached most 
rapidly height withers. Holsteins, 
Ayrshires and Jerseys were wider rela- 
tion depth than Guernseys. The 
average mature weight this herd was 
Holsteins 1,405 pounds, Ayrshires 1,111, 
Guernseys 1,072 and Jerseys 950 pounds. 
Gestation and lactation had considerable 
influence live weight. Late-freshen- 


ing heifers weighed more 
calving the usual time, but after fresh- 
ening the weights both groups were 
Sta. Res. Bul. 


Grade dairy cows were mated with 
Guernsey and Holstein bulls and the 
daughters mated back their sire the 
test with Guernseys. This was repeated 
for successive generations the experi- 
ment with Holsteins, using sons and 
grandsons the original sire. After 
making suitable corrections for 
weights and milk and butter fat produc- 
tion bring the data comparable 
basis, was found that the inbreeding 
reduced birth weights and mature weights 
both Guernseys and Holsteins. In- 
breeding also lowered the vigor the 
calves measured the mortality 
after birth and rate growth. The 
number services required for concep- 
tion and the number abortions were 
unchanged successive generations 
inbreeding the Holstein herd, but 
was necessary close out the study with 
the Guernseys after two generations 
account outbreak infectious abor- 
tion. The milk and butter fat produc- 
tion was increased and the fat percentage 
lowered the concentration Holstein 
blood increased. recessive lethal fac- 
tor appeared when the Guernsey sire was

Studies the influence temperature 
and light factors the duration life 
the spermatozoa cattle showed that 
light had slight deleterious influence 
them. Ultra-violet irradiation, how- 
ever, had little influence. The most 
favorable temperature for the sperma- 
tozoa was about twelve degrees 
grade (53.6 degrees Fahrenheit), but 
maximum activity was obtained from 
fifteen eighteen degrees and injury 
occurred between two and fifty-two 
grees. Spermatozoa retained more 
tility with from eight eleven hours 
treatment with ultra-violet light.

Calves fed ration deficient vitamin 
begin decline growth rate from 
about the twelfth the fifteenth week 
and little growth occurs after the 
twenty-fifth thirtieth week. The 
deficiency vitamin was manifested 
reduced growth, stiffness, pro- 
gressive emaciation, and deformity 
the bones and enlargement the joints, 
inorganic phosphorus and calcium, and 
reduction the percentage total 
ash the dry fat-free liberal 
allowance sun-cured hay the kind 
and grade suitable for calves furnished 
abundance vitamin D.—Wiscon- 
sin Sta. Res. Bul. 115. 


Calves fed for seven weeks six 
months limited amount whole 
milk and large quantities separated 
milk, which was added arachis oil free 
from fat-soluble vitamins, grew well 
calves liberal amounts whole milk 
and limited amounts separated milk. 
Calves fed limited amount whole 
milk and liberal amounts separated 
milk, which was added cod liver oil 
for six months, and then fed grain and 
hay ration did not grow noticeably better 
than calves fed liberal amount whole 
milk and limited amount separated 
milk. Calves which received separated 
milk, with the addition tapioca 
from three six months age, grew 
well those receiving whole milk the 
same age. The calves born during the 
spring and summer months did not de- 
velop any better than calves born during 
the autumn and winter months spite 
the fact that the milk was richer 
vitamins and during the spring- 
summer period. meal contain- 
ing appreciable amounts antirachitic 
vitamin appeared maintain the cal- 
cium and phosphorus balance milking 
cows dry feed better than did fish 
meal with almost vitamin content.— 
Isaachsen, Jour, Agr. Sci., England, 
22, No. page 460. 


Willard conducted experi- 
ment with twenty Holstein heifers vary- 
ing age from six twenty-four 
months. During the winter one lot re- 
ceived alfalfa hay the only feed, while 
the other received alfalfa hay plus two 
pounds ground barley daily. sum- 
mer both lots were run irrigated sweet- 
clover and tame grass pasture without 
additional feed. The heifers raised with- 
out grain developed quite normally and 
the success their growth was attribut- 
two facts, one, the animals were 
sufficient size twelve months age 
consume enough roughage for desirable 
growth, and, two, they benefited from 
the irrigated pasture.—Jour Dairy Sci., 
15, No. page 435. 


The effect milk foam dairy calves 
found there significant difference 
the increase weight height calves 
fed skim milk and foam. The hair 
the calves receiving foam was some 
times rough indicating lowered physical 
condition. However, the results indi- 
cated that feeding foam that normally 
collects skim milk safe practice.— 
South Dakota Sta. Bul. 273. 


Twenty-three Holstein heifers were fed 
from birth six months age 140.3 
pounds whole milk, 189.7 pounds 
remade skim milk and 530.4 pounds 
grain mixture with 579.5 pounds hay. 
The cost for feed was $20.02. Heifers 
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raised this manner were thrifty and 
vigorous six months age and could 
not distinguished from heifers raised 
skim milk.

effort show the most eco- 
nomical means raising dairy heifers, 
group eighteen grade Holstein heifer 
calves was fed maximum six pounds 
whole milk daily for the first thirty 
days. From thirty days six months 
age they received ration made 
yellow corn meal, ground oats, wheat 
bran, linseed meal, soluble blood flour, 
and minerals. This ration was fed dry 
maximum rate six pounds per day, 
and addition the animals were allowed 
all the alfalfa hay they After 
six months the heifers were fed all the 
roughage, consisting silage, alfalfa, 
and oat hay, that they would eat until 
the first May, when they were turned 
pasture, where they 
the first November. During their sec- 
ond winter they were again fed roughage 
and turned pasture the spring. 
These results show that roughage and 
pasture fed from the time heifers are six 
months age will produce normal milk- 
ing cows with normal breeding history 
and with apparent impairment their 
powers produce milk.—New Jersey 
Stas. 263. 


Berry the Maryland Experi- 
ment Station determined that the adding 
skim milk powder dried grain mix- 
tures for feeding calves would not justify 
the increased cost the ration. The 
calves were weaned eight weeks 
age and fed for ninety-one days.—Jour.

proper supplementary ration for 
milk cows fertilized pasture. was 
found that maximum utilization home- 
grown feeds, that is, good pasture and 
mixed hay, will result wider grain 
milk ratio and lowered cost milk 
production during the summer months. 
Oat feed can probably replace mixed hay 
when the latter wanting, high 
price. abundance palatable and 
nutritious pasture throughout the sum- 
mer necessary for the successful appli- 
cation this method feeding.—Jour. 
Dairy Sci., 16, No. page 407. 


Studies were made changes vita- 
min content alfalfa hay. was found 
that hay cut the early-bloom stage 
usually contained more vitamin than 
when cut other stages the method 
curing was comparable. Curing hay 
diffused light was more beneficial 
the vitamin content than curing 
direct sunlight. comparison differ- 
ent cuttings and different stages ma- 
turity showed that successive 
years the largest quantities vitamin 
were found the early-bloom stage the 
third cutting. Exposure one inch 
rain definitely lowered the vitamin 
content, but the damage was considera- 
bly less for hay the cock than for hay 
the swath. Colorado hays showed 
higher content 1931 than samples 
alfalfa grown certain other States. 
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The results the studies indicated 
that exposure one inch.or more rain 
increased this vitamin content provided 
the hay was dried immediately. There 
were indications slight dimuni- 
tion vitamin with increasing age 
the plant. Samples cured diffused 
light gave appreciably higher value 
for vitamin than those cured direct 
sunlight. The content the hay de- 
creased with each succeeding crop. Ex- 
cessive molding hay during the curing 
process decreased the content. Colora- 
hays had somewhat higher con- 
tent than some hays from other States. 
There were indications that the factor 
itself some other ingredient alfalfa 
had adverse effect upon the kidney 
and bladder many the experimental 
While green alfalfa had 
abundance vitamin this property 
the plant was entirely lost when was 
cut and cured for hay. Observations 
indicated that when the value the 
hay was diminished adverse treatment 
the value was increased. However, 
there was not sufficient evidence make 
this observation conclusive. was 
definitely shown that vitamin was 
rather stable and uniform distribution 
Colorado hays. ‘The ranges content 
for this vitamin were from three five 
units per gram good Doug- 
rado Sta. Tech. Bul. 


experiment determine the best 
types and varieties corn for silage, 
Nevins found that grain varieties 
corn proved superior for silage 
purposes the late-maturing varieties.—

the feeding roots for dairy cows, 
found that dry matter basis there 
was little difference the feeding value 
mangels and corn silage for milk pro- 
duction.—West Virginia Sta.

the cutting grass there was little 
difference the digestibility when was 
cut various intervals.

the control pastures Finland 
farms, Charpentier reported 
that cultivated wooded pastures milk 
production was low, chiefly because they 
were grazed young cattle, but there 
was material increase weight.

comparing alfalfa the sole rough- 
age combination alfalfa and 
timothy, Meigs and Converse 
report that when cows are fed grain with 
either timothy alfalfa hay the sole 
roughage they are likely consume small 
quantities roughage, and have 
periods digestive disturbances and 
lack appetite during which they show 
decided distaste for the kind hay they 
have been eating. Feeding the other 
kind hay under such conditions was 
usually followed fairly rapid recovery. 
Feeding high quality alfalfa and timothy 
hay such manner that the cows could 
consume much each they wished 
resulted larger consumption hay 
and higher milk production than 
when alfalfa was fed the sole roughage. 
—Jour. Dairy Sci., 15, No. page 171. 


Copeland compared the value 
cottonseed hulls and hay roughages 
for growing dairy heifers and found that 
heifers fed hay averaged fifty pounds 
heavier twenty-one months age 
than heifers fed hulls. The difference 
growth was attributed the difference 
the amount productive energy 
the hulls and hay.—Texas Sta.

Ellington determined the feeding value 
dried apple pomace for dairy cows. When 
soaked from two twelve hours in- 
creased two and one-half times its own 
weight and could fed the rate 
three pounds for 100 pounds live 
weight. Milk production was approxi- 
mately 6.5 per cent less dried apple 
pomace than dried beet pulp but the 
pomace did not affect the flavor odor 
milk.—Washington Col. Sta.

The 
high roughage group was fed one pound 
grain for each 4.5 pounds milk and 
thirty-five pounds silage and much 
hay they would clean up. The low 
roughage group received approximately 
one pound grain for each 2.5 pounds 
milk, twenty pounds silage and the 
same amount hay. The cows lot 
two maintained their general appearance 
somewhat better and made slightly 
larger gains weight than those lot 
one. the latter group the cows tended 
thinner and more rough-coated. 
Lot two produced more milk daily 
and yearly basis and, while their lacta- 
tion periods were shorter, their dry 
periods were also shorter than those 
lot one. lot two the cows required 
seven per cent less dry matter and 2.7 
per cent less digestible nutrients pro- 
duce 100 pounds milk. The feed cost 
milk production was practically the 
same for both groups, but the high rough- 
age method feeding involved smaller 
cash outlay. The cows the low rough- 
age group maintained their milk pro- 
duction from year year better than 
those the high roughage group. 
lot one the cows showed decline milk 
test compared with the tests previous 
the start the experiment. Group 
two was nearer normal reproductive 
function than group one.—J. Lindsey 
Archibald, Massachusetts Sta.

Three principal plans seem 
getting the most consideration and 
discussion, namely, elimination 
all cattle infected with tuberculosis 
and with Bang’s disease, the elimi- 
nation all marginal producers 
low producing cows that are proved 
low producers cow test records, 
and complicated system taxes 
dairy products. 

should all stand firmly and 
squarely for the first plan, namely, 
the elimination all diseased cattle 
both the dairy and beef herds. 

One, this plan embodies both beef 
and dairy cattle about the same 
basis. 

Two, this plan simple, worka- 
ble and inexpensive administer. 

Three, will increase the efficien- 
the remaining cattle and de- 
crease costs. 

Four, will put plan number two 
firm foundation for future con- 
structive work. (Of what value are 
production records abortion 
infected herd?) 

Five, will eliminate about thirty 
per cent loss both calves and milk 
production badly infected herds 
each year. 

Six, reliable data from the United 
States generally shows that the in- 
fection herds with Bang’s disease 
(abortion) varies but little, and in- 
creases commerce cattle in- 
creases. About seventy-five per 
cent all herds show abortion in- 
fection, and from fifteen twenty 
per cent all cattle are positive 
the blood test for the disease. 

Seven, udder troubles, sterility, 
calf scours, and calf pneumonia be- 
come rare herds that are negative 
abortion disease. 

Eight, why should the American 
farmer labor with infected cattle 
and pay dairy and beef tax 
his production sell his low testing 
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cows when disease elimination will 
reduce the cattle, both beef and 
dairy, the desired number and 
put both the dairy and beef indus- 
tries about fifteen twenty 
per cent more efficient production 
basis 

Nine, contrary many lay opin- 
ions expressed, the test for Bang’s 
disease cattle efficient and ac- 
curate, properly carried out 
efficient experienced veterinarian 
and well qualified laboratory using 
standard antigen. 

Ten, the veterinary profession 
agrees that Bang’s disease must 
curbed increasing from year 
year, and our present regulations 
for the control the disease are 
proving ineffective.
